To the Chairman and Members of the 
Milford Haven Urban District Council. 


Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 


I present the Annual Report for the year 1965, the main 
items of which are as follows :- 


Population 
The estimated population showed an increase of 50 over the 
preceding year. There has been an increase in population of approximately 


22% since 1947. 


Births 
The Birth Rate was lower than for recent years, and is a 
little below the National Rate. 


There was a considerable increase in the number of Still Births, 
giving a rather high Still Birth Rate. 


The number of Illegitimate Births showed a considerable decrease 
over the previous year. 


Mortality 
The General Death Rate remained similar to 1964, and compares 
very favourably with the National Rate. 


The number of Deaths attributable to Cancer was above the annual 
average for the District. The Cancer Death Rate, however, is below the 
National Rate. 


There was a reduction in the number of Infant Deaths over the 
preceding year, and the Irfant Mortality Rate for the District is only 
slightly higher than the National Rate. 


Accidental Deaths showed a considerable increase, the largest 
number (3) being due to road accidents. 


There was only one death attributable to Tuberculosis for the 
second successive year. 


Infectious Diseases 
Apart from Measles, the District was practically free from 
infection during the year. 


Summaries of attendance at Mass Radiography Centres, and of 
Immunisations carried out in the Combined Western Areas are given on 
page 9. 


Environmental Hygiene 
There are no major sanitary problems in the District. Water 


supply in one part of the District has been somewhat erratic in quanity 
and quality, but this should be capable of correction. 
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The Council has had an excellent Housing Programme over the 
past 15 years. Apart from the hard core of problem families, there 
are no exceptionally bad housing cases in the area, The 2,000th 
dwelling to be built by the Council will be opened during 1966. 


Refuse collection and disposal, and drainage, continue to 
function satisfactorily. Routine surveillance of the handling, 
distribution of foods is carried out by the Public Health Department. 
Conclusion 

I wish to thank the Officers and Staff of the various 
departments for their co-operation, and the Members of the Council for 
their courtesy and consideration during the year.

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GENERAL HYGIENE AND SANITATION 


. Refuse Disposal 


Refuse is collected weekly from all private dwellings and premises 
within the Urban area and is disposed of at the Priory refuse tip where a 
tractor and trailer are used for controlled tipping methods. 


In April the new Shelvoke and Drewry rear loading freighter was 
delivered. 


By the end of the year a new diesel engine had been put in the 
Karrier 7 cu.yd. vehicle and the old Fordson 10 cu. yd. vehicle was sold. 


At the end of the year 1,104 Council and private houses were 
served by the paper sack refuse collection system. Whilst this method 


is proving most satisfactory, it is not anticipated that the scheme will 
be extended during the coming year due to restrictions on capital expenditure.

It is estimated that 97.6% of the premises in the Urban area 
are connected to the public sewer.
